San  Diego  Folk  Festival.    This  year's  festival  will  be  the  1  llh  annual  and 
the  sixth  year  you  will  have  heard  it  here  on  KPFK.    The  first  broadcast  of 
the  folk  festival  was  in  1971  on  Labor  Day.    Since  those  days  it  has  become 
a  July  4th  tradition. 

So  once  again  as  in  the  past.  KPFK  is  proud  to  present  the  II Ih  .Annual 
San  Diego  Folk  Festival  on  July  4,  from  6am  to  midnight.    So  wake  up  with 
us  and  spend  your  day  safely  and  comfortably  with  KPFK. 

The  festival  took  place  this  year  from  April  19th  to  24th  at  California  Stale 
University  at  San  Diego.    The  scene  of  the  event  was  A/lec  Center's  Montc/uma 
Hall.   The  festival  started  officially  on  Tuesday.  April  19,    KPFK  was  there 
starling  to  tape  on  Wednesday  evening,  April  20lh.    It  was  really  a  strange  sight 
during  the  weeV  day  times  of  the  festival  with  all  the  normal  college  activities 
going  on  and  music  coming  out  of  every  nook  and  cranny.

All  the  way  from  the  traditions  of  the  old-time  string  bands,  to  country  music 
of  the  '30's,  '40"s  and  'SO's,  to  music  of  the  West  Texas  Norlenas,  to  music  of_ 
Scandinavia;  you  will  hear  it  all  on  KPFK  during  the  month  of  July  (and  some 
August).

IT'S  ALL  IN  THE  MIND 

April  2  and  3rd  of  this  year,  the  Santa  Monica  Civic  Auditorium  was  the  setting 
for  an  exciting  conference  that  explored  various  facets  of  the  emerging  new 
■  consciousness  movement  and  extended  abilities  of  the  mind.    Participants 
included  John  Lilly,  "widely  known  for  his  research  with  dolphins,  who  has 
explored  numerous  areas  of  consciousness,  mind-brain  phenomena  and  spiritual 
development;"    Irving  Oyle,  a  physician  and  lecturer  in  the  new  holistic  health 
movement  who  has  researched  high  frequency  sound  acupuncture  and  written 
a  number  of  books  on  the  new  health  awareness  and  responsibility;   Dr.  Thelma 
Moss,  a  well-known  research  psychologist  and  assistant  professor  at  the  Neuro- 
psychiatric  Institute  of  UCLA  who  has  contributed  pioneer  research  in  the  field 
of  psychic  phenomena;  Dr.  Arthur  Janov,  Primal  therapist  and  author;  Uri 
Geller,  renowned  and  controversial  psychic;  Cleve  Backster,  known  for  his  appli- 
cation of  polygraph  techniques  to  the  detection  of  electrical  responses  in  plants, 
he  has  studied  the  perceptions  of  plants  and  animals  and  their  interaction  with 
human  thought;   Dr.  Fritjof  Capra,  a  physicist  and  researcher  in  theoretical 
high-energy  physics  who  has  published  and  lectured  widely  on  the  relationship  be- 
tween modern  physics  and  mysticism  and  is  the  author  of  The  Tao  of  Physics; 
Peter  Thompkins,  well-known  author  and  researcher  on  the  early  Mexican  civi- 
lizations, the  Great  Pyramid  and  the  physical  and  emotional  relationship  between 
plants  and  man;  Bernard  Jenson,  a  foremost  chiropractor  and  nutritionist  who 
has  travelled  widely  studying  nutritional  and  health  patterns.    His  books  include 
Vital  Foods  for  Total  Health  and  Tlie  Science  and  Practice  of  Iridology.    The 
conference  was  sponsored  in  cooperation  by  the  Center  for  Spiritual  Studies, 
Inc.,  a  nonprofit  organization  supporting  educational  and  research  programs 
for. spiritual  development  and  New  Age  Concepts,  an  organization  which  or- 
ganizes and  supports  open  forums  for  the  development  of  alternative  conceptual 
and  mental  energies.    We  have  the  tapes  courtesy  of  Butterfiy  Media  Dimensions 
in  North  Hollywood  and  unedited  tapes  of  the  conference    are  available  from 
them  exclusively.    Our  special  series  will  start  on  Wednesday  at  1  1  :30pm  and 
run  every  Wednesday  at  1  1pm  until  midnight.

CAROL  BRESHEARS  RETIRES  AS  INTERIM  MANAGER 


COVER  AND  INSIDE  PHOTOS 

Pictured  on  the  cover  is  Ola  Belle  Reed.    Ola  Belle  Campbell  (Reed)  grew  up  in 
the  mountains  of  Ashe  County.  North  Carolina,  near  neighboring  Galax.  Virginia, 
an  area  extremely  rich  in  producing  the  finest  of  old-time  musicians.    From  a 
mountain  family  of  thirteen,  she  remembers  hard  times  as  well  as  a  strong  sense 
of  cimimunity  necessary  to  get  along  and  sometimes  just  to  survive.    Both  men 
and  women  used  lo  sing  and  make  music  around  the  house,  even  alter  returning 
dead  tired  from  a  day  of  working  in  the  fields. 

Along  with  many  others  frofn  her  geographic  area.  Ola  Belle  Campbell  moved  away 
to  find  work,  in  hopes  of  an  easier  life.    Since  then,  she  has  made  Rising  Sun. 
Maryland  her  home.    After  going  north.  Ola  Belle  and  her  brother  Alec  appeared 
for  many  years  on  WWYA.  Wheeling  West  Virginia,  as  Alec  and  Ola  Belle  and  the 
New  Rivet  Boys  and  Girls.    During  this  period  she  was  asked  to  travel  with  Roy 
Rcuff  and  band,  a  position  she  declined,  feeling  that  her  freedom  to  sit  around 
and  talk  and  pick  with  friends  and  passers-by  would  be  lost. 

Along  with  her  husband  Bud  Reed,  whom  she  met  after  she  moved  to  Maryland, 
and  brother  Alec,  Ola  Belle  was  instrumental  in  the  building  and  operation  of  New 
River  Ranch.    Through  their  efforts,  many  bluegrass  and  country  musicians  were 
introduced  to  northern  audiences.    In  July  of  1972,  she  was  one  of  the  musicians 
selected  to  represent  the  state  of  Maryland  at  the  Smithsonian  Folk  Festival  at 
Washington  D,C.

In  Report  to  the  Listener  in  June.  Carole  Breshears  announced  she  was  retiring  from 
the  position  of  Interim  Manager  of  KPFK  to  accept  a  position  at  KFWB.    She  has 
been  replaced  by  Brownlee  Havdon.  a  long-time  local  board  member  at  KPFK. 

Carol  started  at  KPFK  as  a  volunteer  (as  most  of  the  statT).  and  became  the  News 
Director  after  a  couple  of  years.    She  also  was  elected  to  the  local  and  national 
boards  of  KPFK  and  the  Pacifica  Foundation.    In  late  January,  the  local  board 
and  staff  agreed  to  make  her  the  Interim  General  Manager  while  KPFK  held  a 
search.   She  made  it  clear  at  that  time  that  she  considers  herself  a  newsperson 
first  and  was  not  eager  to  keep  the  management  position  for  very  long. 

When  Carol  became  the  interim  Manager.  KPFK  was  in  a  particularly  poor  financial 
position  and  desparately  divided  politically.    Initiating  the  policies  of  open  program 
meetings,  open  agreements,  democratic  decision  making,  subscriber  feedback,  and 
respect  for  staff  and  volunteer  creativity  in  programming  and  administration.  Carol 
helped  bring  KPFK  to  a  new  and  rising  level  of  moral,  financial  solvency,  and 
creative  ferment. 

The  position  takes  its  toll     She  walked  the  highwire;  fending  off  bill  collectors, 
healing  wounds,  trying  to  keep  the  airsound  vital,  resolving  feuds,  worrying  about 
money,  answering  subscriber  complaints,  trying  dangerous  new  experiments,  worrying 
about  money,  attending  to  the  problems  of  the  democratic  programming  and  adminis- 
trative structures,  and  also  worrying  about  the  ever-present  money  problem. 

We  fought  together  and  against  each  other  openly  and  somehow  kept  things  going 
and  growing.    The  staff  is  grateful  for  the  sacrifice  Carol  made  to  get  KPFK  moving 
again;  we  love  her  and  we  will  miss  her.    We  wish  her  luck  and  success

The  liiid  Sens  Hciirs  in  Brc\ikiiit^  Triiiiiiii^,  the  second  in  a  series  of  films 
initiated  with  the  highly  successful  1976  production  of  The  Bad  Sews 
Bears,  began  filming  on  the  now  famous  sandlot  ballfield  in  the  Los 
Angeles  suburb  of  Chatsworth.    The  field  was  constructed  by  Paramount 
specifically  for  the  Bears'  series.    Additional  weeks  in  the  greater  Los 
Angeles  area  included  locations  such  as  the  Pasadena  Hilton  and  various 
private  homes  in  Chatsworth.    Subsequent  sequences  were  filined  in  the 
Houston  Astrodome  and  El  Paso,  Texas. 

The  story  line  picks  up  the  Bears'  career  a  year  after  their  infamous  second- 
place  finish  in  the  North  Valley  League.    As  replacements  for  the  lame-duck 
chainpion  Yankees,  they  are  faced  with  a  chance  to  play  the  Houston  Toros 
for  a  shot  at  the  Japanese  champs.    The  playoff  between  the  Bears  and  the 
Toros  is  to  be  a  four-inning  game  in  between  ends  of  a  double-header  at 
the  Astrodome. 

On  their  pilgrimage  to  Houston,  the  Bears  gain  a  new  coach;  dump  that 
coach:  add  a  new  pitcher  who  can't  get  his  fastball  over  the  plate;  find 
another  coach  who  shows  him  how  it's  done;  and  go  on  to  a  comeback 
victory  with  all  eyes  on  Japan. 

The  film  is  not  a  straight  sequel-but  is  about  kids  independence.    The 
kids  are  doing  it  on  their  own-they  get  themselves  to  Houston  without 
a  coach  or  a  guardian.    But  they  run  up  against  some  snags.    They  need 
the  help  of  an  adult.    The  plot  touches  on  that  fine  line  between  depen- 
dency and  guidance.
